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A  few  of  the  negative  facts  about  FM  are  known  to  everyone.  The  audience  is  limited- 
only  about  20%  of  the  homes  in  Northern  California  are  equipped  with  FM  receivers. 
KPFA's  fine  new  signal  covers  most  of  that  area,  but  four-fifths  of  the  public  cannot 
receive  it.  If  KPFA  spends  a  dollar  in  any  advertising  medium,  80  cents  of  the  dollar 
is  largely  wasted,  so  far  as  the  relevance  of  the  advertising  coverage  is  concerned.  Such 
are  the  hazards  of  FM  at  the  moment.  These  are  hardly  ideal  conditions  for  the  country's 
first  attempt  at  listener-sponsored  radio.  And  what  of  FM's  future?  Every  month  another 
independent  FM  station  goes  off  the  air.  Where  can  one  find  a  radio  store  pushing  FM 
to  the  front  of  the  counter?  And  what  is  the  incentive  to  the  growth  of  FM?  Not  its  so- 
called  high-fidelity,  certainly;  because  the  FM  receivers  most  people  will  ever  be  able 
to  afford  are  not  high  fidelity  instruments. 

A  growing  number  of  listeners  concerned  with  KPFA's  future  are  pointing  out 
these  facts  and  urging  the  obvious  remedy  —  AM.  About  96%  of  all  homes  have  AM 
receivers  in  them.  If  KPFA  were  on  an  AM  channel,  its  future  as  a  listener-sponsored 
station  would  be  assured.  We  are  asked  why  the  project  has  not  followed  this  elementary 
reasoning. 

The  answer  is  a  disagreeable  one  involving  money  solely.  All  of  the  AM  channels 
useable  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Francisco  Bay  are  already  assigned,  and  have  been  for  a 
long  time.  That  means  existing  stations  are  using  them.  The  only  way  to  obtain  one 
is  to  buy  an  existing  station.  A  brief  investigation  will  reveal  that  there  are  several  AM 
stations  in  this  area  for  sale,  if  one  has  at  hand  a  minimum  of  $100,000  cash.  KPFA  does 
not.  The  stations  in  question  do  not  have  assets  proportionate  to  such  a  sum,  unless 
the  AM  frequency  assignment  itself  be  considered  an  asset,  a  private  commodity.  Un- 
fortunately, though  the  law  of  the  land  forbids  it  and  though  the  public  are  supposed 
to  be  the  sole  owners  of  the  air  waves,  the  channel  is  very  much  a  commodity,  and  one 
must  pay  the  merchant  heavily  to  transfer  the  "assignment"  with  the  government's  co-

This  chart  is  to  help  you  become  acquainted  by  observation 
with  the  constellations,  star  groups  and  individual  stars  described 
by  Dr.  Linsley  in  his  radio  talks. 

Keep  the  chart  at  hand  during  the  talks.  Then  go  out  where 
you  have  a  clear  view  of  the  southern  sky  and  try  to  identify 
the  stars. 

The  chart  is  drawn  to  represent  the  southern  sky  in  winter. 
The  constellation  of  Orion  is  central.  This  constellation  is  the  easiest 
to  identify  and  is  convenient  with  which  to  start.  Since  the  stars 
differ  in  brightness,  the  size  of  the  dots  vary  to  show  the  apparent 
brightness.  Special  symbols  mark  the  stars,  some  times  called  "first 
magnitude"  stars.  Different  lettering  is  used  for  constellations  and 
stars.  If  you  face  south  and  hold  the  map  over  your  head  it  will 
include  the  north  celestial  pole  (Polaris).  If  you  face  north,  east 
or  west  the  edges  so  marked  should  be  at  the  bottom,  to  make 
identification  easier.  The  star  groups  are  linked  by  lines  and  the 
Latin   names  used   by  astronomers   are  given.

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operation.  The  liquor  license  trade  is  different 
only  in  the  greater  candor  with  which  it  is 
conducted.  KPFA  has  never  had  the  money 
to  buy  in  to  the  AM  spectrum.  Clearly,  if  it 
did,  an  AM  acquisition  would  be  a  logical  step 
for  the  advancement  of  listener-sponsorship  in 
this  age  and  season. 

But  all  this  being  true,  we  are  asked,  what 
justifies  the  FM  effort  at  all?  The  answer  here 
is  definite  but  more  complex.  No  one  can 
promise  that  listener-sponsorship  will  succeed 
on  FM  alone,  or  if  it  will,  when.  But  it  is 
decidedly  worth  trying  if  only  to  establish 
basic  data  on  the  feasibility  of  such  a  plan. 
KPFA's  signal  now  reaches  about  250,000  FM 
sets.  Only  two  percent  of  the  owners  of  those 
sets  are  needed  as  subscribers.  KPFA's  earlier 
experiments  with  a  smaller  signal  have  shown 
that  a  two-percent  response  in  subscriptions 
is  a  very  practical  expectation.  Of  course,  there 
is  a  great  problem  in  first  reaching  the  at- 
tention of  the  scattered  set  owners.  Yet  noth- 
ing in  the  project's  experience  to  date  sug- 
gests that  this  cannot  be  done  with  the  help 
of  interested  communities  in  the  signal  area. 

As  to  the  future  of  FM  itself,  there  is  a 
propaganda  line  so  uniform  it  might  be  called 
official  which  is  generated  at  the  level  of  the 
major  networks  and  their  close  working  part- 
ners or  subsidiaries,  the  major  advertising 
agencies.  This  propaganda  has  said  unremit- 
tingly for  the  past  five  years  that  FM  is  dead. 
FM  means  Forgotten  Medium.  Most  inde- 
pendent (AM)  broadcasters,  most  radio  dis- 
tributors and  retailers  and  most  of  the  public 
have  been  quite  saturated  in  the  propaganda 
fog.  For  this  reason  most  are  not  aware  that 
the  manufacture  of  FM  sets  has  progressed 
continuously  in  the  same  period,  and  is  today 
as  high  as  ever.  At  the  present  rate,  in  five  or 
six  years  the  FM  set  audience  will  reach  30  or 
10  million.  The  advertising  agencies  will  sel- 
dom place  accounts  with  independent  FM 
stations;  yet  one  confronts  the  curious  pheno- 
menon of  key  network  outlets  all  over  the 
country  spending  vast  sums  to  build  powerful 


FM  duplicating  stations.  If  one  remembers 
that  the  greatest  anguish  of  the  major  net- 
works is  the  competition  of  the  independents 
in  every  market,  these  dark  curiosities  can 
be  illumined.  In  five  or  six  years  the  FM  audi- 
ence will  be  large  and  network  outlets  will  be 
almost  alone  in  maintaining  FM  signals.  The 
FM  independents  will  have  been  starved  out, 
and  the  AM  independents  will  have  no  FM 
adjuncts,  having  believed  the  propaganda  like 
everyone  else.  Moreover,  the  assets  in  AM 
equipment  which  were  on  the  networks'  books 
in  1946  will  have  been  largely  written  off  in 
depreciation.  If  one  were  a  network  vice-presi- 
dent in  1958  it  would  be  hard  to  resist  this 
situation,  even  if  one  had  not  deliberately 
plotted  it  for  twelve  years.  A  simple  flip  of  the 
propaganda  switch  would  then  give  network 
radio  what  it  most  longs  for  —  at  least  a  five- 
year  jump  on  independent  competition  from 
any  quarter. 

FM  today  presents  one  of  the  most  amazing 
juggling  acts  in  the  history  of  any  industry. 
Its  future  is  both  dark  and  brilliant,  depend- 
ing on  whose  future  one  has  in  mind. 


A  NOTE  ON  THE  FOLIO 

The  last  letterpress  copy  of  the  Folio  was 
printed  in  December,  1949.  A  mimeographed 
series  followed,  and  what  was  gained  in  print- 
ing costs  was  taken  from  the  staff's  program 
time.  When  KPFA  resumed  broadcasting  in 
May,  1951,  the  Folio  was  multilithed.  This 
still  meant  quite  a  lot  of  staff  time  in  pre- 
paring dummies,  plates,  etc.,  but  it  was  re- 
garded as  a  cheaper  method  on  the  whole. 
It  was  recently  found,  however,  that  a  letter- 
press job  could  be  done  for  slightly  less  than 
the  multilith  was  costing.  Hence  the  change 
with  this  issue.  In  subsequent  issues  it  is 
planned  to  use  more  space  for  the  contents 
of  music  programs,  to  improve  readability. 
The  three-day  overlap  with  the  next  Folio 
schedule,  introduced  in  this  issue,  will  be 
maintained  to  avoid  mailing  hazards.
